3. PURPOSE OF THIS AMENDMENT: 

The purpose of this Amendment is to consolidate 
all of the Official Plan Policies covering the Township of 
Ancaster. It includes the Official Plan of the Hamilton-Wentworth 
Planning Area (Covering the Township of Ancaster), and Amendments 
No. 5 and 8 thereto. 

The original maps have been replaced with three 
new schedules prepared on up to date base maps, but no changes 
have been made in the land use designations or neighbourhood re- 


quirements. 


4, LOCATION OF THIS AMENDMENT: 

The location of this Amendment is shown on Schedule 
'A' entitled ‘Location of the Area Covered By this Amendment'. 
The limits of this Amendment are co-incident with the present 


boundary of the Township of fincaster. 


5. BACKGROUND OF THIS AMENDMENT: 

The Official Plan of the Hamilton-Wentworth 
Planning Area (Covering the Township of Ancaster) was the first 
Official Plan prepared by this Board. There have been two 
amendments covering the Township of fncaster, (Amendment No. 5 
and Amendment No. 8) both of which were modified by the Mini- 
ster, and two annexations from the Township. 

In order to eliminate any confusion as to how land 
is designated or what policies are presently in effect, this con- 


solidation has been prepared. 
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THE AMENDMENT:

The Official Plan of the Township of Ancaster con- 
sists of the following text and attached maps. 
Ll... (PURPOSE WOR “DH PLAN: 
The purpose of the plan is to provide a-general 
guide for the future land use within the municipality and 
to create as hospitable surroundings as possible in the rural, 
semi-rural and urban areas of the Township. 
2. BASTOUOF THE PLAN: 
Because the municipality has been experiencing, 
in recent years, a rapid change in its land use pattern, it 
has been found necessary to organize the new development in 
order to avoid undermining the economic and social foundations 
of the municipality. fs a predominantly rural municipality, 
its income and its expenditures were relatively stable. The 
introduction of urban uses in increasing numbers caused the 
expenditures to greatly increase without a commensurate in- 
crease’ in-income. 
it the same time, the problem of incompatible 
uses, became evident. To correct; these difficultics, “areas 
for differing uses have been established. Urban development 
has been limited to certain areas and within these defined 
areas, commercial and residential uses have been segregated 
after a thorough investigation of the need and suitability. 
If no further change was anticipated within the 
municipality, then there would probably be less need for a 


plan of future land use, but it is anticipated that within 
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the next ten years the population will nearly double and 
most of this will be caused through urban expansion. The 
expansion of urban uses seems inevitable, since all trends 
have a positive slope without considering the effect of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway development. 

LAND USE CLASSES: 

The plan divides the total area into the following 
basic land use classes, but does not attempt to define detailed 
sub-classifications within each of these basic classes.

INTERPRETATION OF THE PLAN: 

The boundaries between land uses, neighbourhoods 
and development areas, designated in this plan, are general 
only and are not intended to define exact limits of each 
such class. It is intended, therefore, that minor adjust- 
ments may be made to these boundaries for the purposes of any 
by-law to implement this plan without the necessity of making 
formal amendment to the Official Plan of the Township of 


Aneaster. Other than such minor changes, it is intended that 


a Fev 


no areas or districts shall be created that do not conform 
with this plan with respect to land use. 

Further, the fulfillment of this plan is premised 
on the improvement of the water supply and such other major 
capital expenditures that are deemed necessary for general 
health and welfare in urban areas of around 15,000 persons. 

In the agricultural area the predominant use of 
the land is to remain agriculture and consequently any ten- 
dency towards urbanization is to be discouraged. The con- 
veying of one or two parcels for residential use is not to 
be construed as urbanization, although a parcel so conveyed 
must conform with all other aspects of the Official Plan. 

The urban area has been subdivided into two classes; 
the primary development area and the secondary development 
area. It is the intent of the plan to encourage urbaniza- 
tion to take place first in the areas indicated as primary 
and subsequently into the areas indicated as secondary. This 
is to avoid costly extension of services to remote sub- 
divisions. 

In the Secondary Development Areas only Agricul- 
tural Uses will be permitted and as shown as Agricultural 
on the map but these areas are bounded by the Secondary 
Development Area symbol as shown on the map to indicate 
possible ultimate residential development and that this 
Secondary Development Area will not be reclassified to any 


other use until certain condtions have been satisfied. That 


the conditions to be satisfied before any development can 
take place in the Secondary Development Area and before these 
areas can be considered for reclassification, are as follows: 
(a) that a large majority of the lands within the Primary 
Development Areas have been fully utilized and 
(bo) that services and in particular piped water should 
be available for extension into Secondary Develop- 
ment Areas, and 
(c) that realistic forecasts as to land use requirements 
for these areas should be available and 
(dad) that any reclassification of the Secondary Development 
Areas from Agriciltural to any other usage must first~- 
necessitate a change to the Official Plan of the 
Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Area (Covering the Township 
of Ancaster). 
fAithough Amendment No. 5 to the Official Plan of 
the Hamilton-Wentworth Planning frea extended the limits of the 
Primary Development Area to include two subdivisions and 
adjacent lands, with regard to the extension of the Primary 
Development Area across the proposed route of Highway No. 
403, it was expressly stated that this part of the Amendment 
was to accommodate a commitment given to the owners by 
Council prior to the approval of the Official Plan and in 
no way alters the principles of the Primary and Secondary 
Development Areas, or indicates that the stage has been 


reached for further extensions of the Primary Development Area 
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across the Limited Access Highway into the Secondary 
Development Area. 

The commercial areas of the plan are of two types. 
The first kind is basic commercial use of downtown shopping 
and is shown on the plan. The second type is the local 
neighbourhood commercial which is shown in the neighbourhood 
subdivisions by a statement that a certain number of acres 
Will be required. The exact location is not shown. 

The division of the residential area into neigh- 
bourhoods is intended to create a functional unit and the 
uses found in the area are sufficient for this purpose. The 
requirements for public open space and school sites are 
minimal and any excess over those requirements is deemed to 
be in conformance with the:Orficial Plan. 

Amendment No. 8 to the Official Pian of the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Planning Area made provision for certain lands, 
which had previously been designated Commercial but were re- 
designated Residential by the Minister's Modification, to 
be covered by a Zoning By-law permitting the continuation of 
the present agricultural use of the lands and also the storing 
or processing of agricultural products as a temporary use. 
The said lands lie to the south of King's Highway No. 2 
between Todd Street and the residential lots fronting on 
Fiddlers Green Road and extend southerly to the northerly 
limits of Registered Plan No. 927 (Dancaster Court). 


Some lands within the Township and included in the

future urban areas are of such a nature that the use of land 
for other than open space would be an incorrect use. The 
lands that are of precipitous nature, low-lying, marshy or 
subject to flooding are the ones designated as conservation 
moe wanecne. OLriclal Plan. 

The areas shown as Hamlets are those areas without 
any political entity and are too small to have a detailed 
classification of land use. It is the intention of this 
plan to permit development of a nature normally associated 
with the character of a Hamlet as long as it conforms with 
all other applicable parts of this plan. When the area 
described is all used or the population increases to 500, 
then a review of the Hamlet is required to determine whether 


amore detailed plan is necessary.
